vacated the bond of $10,000 which Cur- 
tiss was compelled to file in order to 
make exhibition after Judge 
Hazel’s decision in Buffalo. Several 
weeks after the Wrights brought suit 
against Curtiss in the Buffalo court, a 
similar suit was instituted against Louis 
Paulhan, who was then in this country 
givin exhibitions. Judge Hand also 
ssued a temporary injunction against 
Paulhan. Both cases were taken on ap- 
peal to the Cireuit Court of Appeals. 

Glenn TH, Curtiss was enthusiastic 
over the outcome of his appeal, but he 
said that he expected such a decision all 
the while. 

‘“Phere couldn ’t have been any differ- 
ent outcome, in my mind,’? he said. 
“The only thing that is absolutely new 
in the Wright patent is the method or 
automatically turning a rudder when the 
wings are warped toward the side of 
least resistance to prevent the machine 
from turning around,’’ 


Mr. Curtiss denied that he learned 
how to fly on a Wright machine. He 
said that he had construeted four ma- 
chines at the Hammondsport factory be- 
fore the Wrights made any public 
flights. In commenting on the vacating 
of the boud, Curtiss said in part: 

‘*Everyone who has ever operated a 
Curtiss machine declares that there is 
never any swerving occasioned by the 
movement of the ailerons, which was the 
principal contention made by the 
wrights, who claimed that it beeame 
necessary for an operator of my machine 
to use the steering rudder in order to 
overcome this alleged turning tendeney. 
According to the claims of the Wrights, 
the movement of the wing tips of their 
aeroplane for balancing causes the ma- 
chine to swerve from its course. Then, 
neeording to their statements, which are 
true as to their machine, it becomes 
necessary to turn the rudder to the side 
offering the least resistance, so as to 
bring the machine back to its course or 
to hold it there. The steering of their 
machine is done in practically the same 
manner, aecording to their claims. 

‘*In my machine the balancing opera- 
tion is entirely divoreed from the steer- 
ing operation. In balancing one aileron 
is raised to the same degree that the 
other is pulled downward, the resistance 


the same, The rudder is never brougnt 
into play for uny purpose except to 
guide the machine, just as the rudder of 
2 boat is used. Tneidentally, the rudder 
wh tii ned 

is necessary for it to be turned. It has 
been a case of theory and suppositions 
pitted against facts, and the facts have 
been in our favor, If the Wrights had 
ever operated my machine they could 
never have made the elaims that they 
did.’’

Any driver who accepts travelling, 
hotel, or other expenses in connection 
with a contest of any nature will be con- 
sidered to have violated the elause in 
the definition of an ‘‘amateur,’’ which 
reads: ‘‘either in cash or any other val- 
uable consideration. ’’

\‘King’s’’ or ‘Queen's’? scholars. 
Their scholarships are worth at least 
four hundred dollars a year for five 
years, 

The King’s scholars at Wesminster 
have had, since Elizabeth’s time, the 
right to be present at the Abbey at the 
coronation of all English sovereigns. It 
will, therefore, be necessary to arrange 
seats in the nave of the Abbey for the 
boys at the coronation of King George 


Another curious privilege of these 
lads is that they may avail themselves 
of the occasion to be the first subjects 
in the Abbey to hail the sovereign about 
to be crowned. As George or Mary 
passes up the nave the whole of the boys 
will shout out in Latin the formula ar 
ranged, which was, in 1902, ‘*Long Live 
King Edward and Queen Alexandra!’’ 
Also, tirongh the captain of the school, 
the Westminster boys have the right to 
be the first subjects of the monarch to 
hail him after the crown is placed upon 
his head. 

Westminster scholars in residence can 
elaim the right—and they often do—to 
promenade on the terrace of the House 
of Commons during the Sunday after. 
noons of school terms. This is a favor- 
ite walk of the boys, whose ‘*bounds’’ 
are somewhat restricted owing to the 
situation of the school. 

_ This school, alone of all publie schools 
in England, has its daily services in 
Latin, and this is done in at least one 
service each day for the King’s scholars, 
Westminster has also the right of hold.

They principally feed on and capture 
sloths, foxes, mgnkeys, fawns, tur- 
keys, and pecearices, ‘The specimen in 
the New York Zoological Park is young 
and thought to be little over two years 
old, He is thirty-eight inches in length.

The 
surprising owl-like head, having a crest 
of dary grey feathers, is a striking 
eharacteristie of the bird. 

The early history and life habits of 
the harpy remain unknown to the nat- 
uralist, as neither the eggs, nest, nor 
young have been seen an reported on.

WATCH MARVELS 


WwW" hear much from time to time of 

the wonders of this or that eoa- 

plicated and intricate machine, 

but there are few pieces of machinery 

more marvellous than that of the com- 
mon watch, 

A watch, it may be stated as a gen- 
eral proposition, is the smallest, most 
delicate instrument of the same number 
of parts that has ever been devised. 
About 175 different pieces of material 
enter into its construction, and upwards 
of 2,400 separate operations are com- 
prised in its manufacture, 
_ Certain of the facts connected with 
its performance are well-nigh inered- 
ible when considered as a whole. A 
blacksmith strikes several hundred 
blows on his anvil in a day, and, as 
a matter of course, is glad when Sunda 
comes; but the roller jewel of a cays 4 
makes every day—and day by day— 
432,000 impacts against the fork, or 
57,680,000 blows during the course of 
a year, without stop or rest—some 3,- 
153,600,000 blows during the Space of 
twenty years, the period for which a 
watch is usually guaranteed to keep 
good time, 
But the wonder of it does not cease 
here. It has been calculated that the 
power that moves the watch is eguiva 
lent to only four times the force used 
in a flea’s jump, The watch power is, 
therefore, what might be termed the 
equivalent of four flea-power, 

Furthermore, the balance-wheel of a 
watch is moved by this four-flea power 
one and forty-three one-hundredths 
inches with each vibration, or 3,558% 
miles continuously in one year. 


CURE FOR INFLUENZA

SYNOPSIS OF CANADIAN NORTHWEST 
LAND REGULATION. 

Any person who is the sole 
head of a family, or any male 
over eighteen years old, may 
homestead a quarter section of 
available Dominjon land in Man 
itba, Alberta and Saskatchewan. 
The applicant must appear in per 
son at the Dominion land agency 
or sub agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy may be made at 
any agency on certain conditions 
by father, mother, son, daughter, 
brother or sister of intending 
homesteader. 

Duties—Six months residence 
upon and cultivation of the land 
in each of three years. A home- 
steader may live within nine 
miles of his homestead on a farm 
of at least 80 acres solely owned 
and occupied by him or by his 
father, mother. daughter, 
brother or sister.
